To the officers and members of the Bent and Prowers County Cattle & Horse Growers 
Assn. In making this ray third annual report to you. I must again congratulate 
you on the prosperous condition of our members generally. And the favorable 
winter up to the past few days. The overstocked ranges, short grass, scar- 
city of water, short crops of feed of the last year, caused many of us to look 
forward with fear to the coming winter, but fortunately we have had a fine 
winter & losses so far have been light. While stock on range is reported very 
thin it is largely caused by over stocked ranges, scarcity of water and the 
mange, which is becoming very serious and some plan should be adopted to make 
a determined fight on this disease this year, and if possible stamp it out or 
the first thing we know we will not be able to ship out any cattle on account 
of the disease. In my annual report of last year I recommended raising more 
feed, Alfalfa, Cane, Milo Maise, Kaffir Corn and Sugar Beets and feeding your 
beets into your cattle, hogs and sheep. And you would not need to worry about 
duties on sugar but v/ould furnish your own factory right at home. { s do not 
think my recommendation was responsible for it but we all know therefore dif- 
ferent bunches of stock on feed in Bent and Prowers Counties than ever before- 
And the gain made especially on sugar beets is something astonishing. 

At our last annual meeting we aked Santa Fe R. R. for lower grain 8c feed routes 
& better shipping facilities west especially. It is some satisfaction to tenow

To the officers and members of Bent & Prowers Co . C & HG Assn in making 
this my fourth annual report, I am sorry I cannot congratulate you on the 
prices you have received for your cattle since our last annual meeting . 
Neither can I congratulate you on the treatment you have or are now receiv- 
ing from Railroad Cos the delay in furnishing cars for shippers has 
resulted in serious loss and inconvience to you* Frequently having to turn 
herds loose after they were gathered because cars were not furnished ship- 
pers in some cases waiting 30 days or longer for cars. Then the serious 
delays enroute to market caused you a heavy shrinkage which often would 
amount Id more than the freight. Then to cap the clixax since Jan. 1st 
you have been compelled to pay your fare home from market, which on a 
two car shipment from Las Animas to Kansas City increases your freight 
about 8.00 per car. This is a rank injustice and is one of the problems 
you have to consider today.. I desire to call your attention to the able 
manner in which our old pioneer member Mr. L A. Allen now of Kansas City, 
Mo- is fighting the railroad cos for the way they are treating stockmen 
and I hope this Association will do all in their power to assist him. 

Only a few days ago a prominent Commission firm of Chicago sent out 
Instruction to their western shippers if they wished to reach Chicago- on 

certain days market they must load their cattle 10 to 12 hours earlier-. 

Thus giving the rail roads more time to shrink the cattle enroute. 

At our Annual Meeting one year ago you instructed me to examine the books 
in Secretary of State Board of Inspection Commissioners Office in Denver. 
Accordingly on Feb. 25 8c 26th 1903, I examined the records and claimed 
eleven head of cattle so held as estarys for our members. I examined the 
books from time they were first opened in 1893 up to Jan. 8th, 1903. I 
reported these es trays with history of each case direct to the owner. 

And I would again recommend that someone be authorized to examine the books 
from Jan. 8th 1903 up to date. As many estrays have been sold this past 
year „ 

During the year there has been paid to me by State Board of Stock Inspection 
Commissioners the sum of $65*25 proceeds of sale of 1 steer and 3 cows B4j 
Brand shipped to marked during past season. I also received for applica- 
tion fee of N. M. Herbig & Robert H. Heiser $10,00 all of which I have paid 
to P„ G. Scott. 

Our Association was ably represented. .at the Annual Meeting of State As- 
sociation held in Denver Feb. 26 to 28th last year by J. L. Mayfield, A. N. 
Parish, C. B.. Thoman, W.. W, Reynolds, Chas Maxwell, M. J. McMillin who 
suceeded in having a new Executive district formed of the Otero & Bent & 
Prowers Co. Associations and Mr. Mosby A.. Lee was elected a member of 
Executive Board. And I wish to remind you that it was largely due to the 
assistance given us by State Association that enabled us to secure the ap- 
pointment of Mr. A. N. Parish as a member of the State Inspection Board 
where he has made such a splendid record in working for stockmens interests. 
All we have accomplished in way new stock laws has been through organiza- 
tion and we should send a strong delegation to the next State Convention 
which meets in Denver March 14 & 15, 1904 to take an active part in the 
work of that convention , 

I will also remind you of necessity of the members of this Association who 
are interested in range roundup work getting together and forming a plan 

of work so that the cattle on the range may never be handled as they were 
in thepast fall. 

I regret that I cannot report that the mange has been entirely stamped 
our from our herds and ranges, but the failure of some to dip their cattle 
seriously threatens to inflict the herds of all those who are compelled 
to turn their cattle on the range again this season and I cannot believe 
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On motion of Mr A N Parish a note of thanks 
Was tendered to L. A. Allen for his fight against Railroad Cos for the 
yervxce stockmen are receiving Unanimously adopted. Also a vote of 
thanks was tendered Congressmen Brooks, lor his able figh/- in uongre-ss 
against Blackleg Monafoctures combine to have Government quit furnishing 
fret vacine to stockmen Carried, 

Resolution endorsing acti n of A. N Pa rash ^unanimously adopted as follows: 
Hhereas our esteemed fellow member, Hon. A. N. Parish has for the past year 
represented this section of the State on the State Board of Stack Inspect- 
ion Commissioners, which position involves much hard work and personal 
inconvience with no salary or recompense attached, and whereas Mr, Parish 
has given the same earnest attention to the business of the Board that he 
would give to his own private affairs and has not only secured for us much 
improved protection for our interests but has aided m similiar benefits 
for the cattle inustry fof the state. 

Therefore Resolved: 

That we extend Mr Parish our most hearty and earnest thanks and assure 
hi m that we, as cattlemen, most sincerely appreciate the service he has 
rendered us and as long as he remains a member of that board he shall have 
our strongest cooperation in his efforts to secure us the best and most 
business like enforcement of our new laws. 

Mr, Parish expressed his thanks for resolution and made a strong talk explain 
ing his fight with politicians to keep Board from being made a political 
machine and his position on matters to interest of stockmen especially in 
this district. He was followed by Mr. E. McCrillis, Secretary Stock 
Inspection Board who made a splendid talk on the work of the Stock 
Inspection Board new estray law and etc. 

Resolution on railroads presented as follows: 

Whereas, the Live stock Interests represented by this association are in 
a large measure dependent upon the railroads for transportation to market 
and failure of the railroads that reach this section to render us pro *upt 
and efficient service at a reasonable remuneration is disasterous to ur 
interest and the cause of severe loss, and, Whereas for several years 
past the service we have been receiving from the Santa Fe and Missouri 
Pacific Railroads has been steadily detiorating, while there has been nt> 
corresponding decrease in charge for the service but on the contrary the 
expense for such service has been increased. Therefore, Resolved 
That the Delegation to the State Convention of the Colorado Cattle and Horse 
Growers Assn be instructed to call the attention of that Association to 
these conditions and see if there is not some practical manner to secure 
a change in these conditions and provide more efficient service for the 
cattle interests of the state. 

This brought forth a discussion from many members who gave their personal 
experience in delay in securing cars , layovers enroute to market and some 
remedies were suggested, A state railroad Commission was most generally 
favored After some time spent in discussion the Resolution was adopted 
as read. 

State Veterinary Surgeon Dr, Charles G. Iamb was called on and explained 
the regulations issued by his office regarding disease of mange. This 
mange question proved to be a hot subject and was warmly argued by J* C 
Johnston, Parish, Lamb, McCrillis, Johnson, Keon, Smith, Reynolds, and 
others. And all agreed that through dipping was only way to stamp out the 
disease, but no time was agreed upon as proper time to commence dipping. 

After a general discussion of many matters adjourned to meet again at ?i 
30 P. M.

We asked them to pay a bounty of ^5**00 on all 
wolves killed in Prowers Co.. They finally agreed to pay $5 *00 per head 
bounty on 50 wolves, and further said when that number had been paid they 
would consider the matter again and might continue tO pay the bounty * All 
scalps were to be presented to your Sec. who had to vouch for it to the 
board who would then draw warrant for same and destroy the scalp. 

On the question of bull shortage around Las Animas I had considerable cor- 
respondence with state bo rd of stock inspection commissioners and with 
interested parties. All of which correspondence X have here so matter can 
be token up if necessary. 

On account of our high wolf bounty and not having received any financial 
assistance as yet from Bent Co. or the sheep men association, and the large 
number of our own members who have not paid any assessments for 1906 and 
1907, our finances as will be shown by Treas. report are in very bad con- 
dition.

That it meant ruin to the Dry 
farmer as well as the stockmen . That they had lived where there was a 
herd law and had come to Colorado hoping to get a start in stock business 
and if a herd law was to pass they were ready to leave, for if stockmen 
were driven out, v/ho would buy their feed. 

Motion made that all present opposed to Herd Law should stand up. Almost 
all stood up. Then all who favored a Herd Law v/ere asked to stand up and 
not a one got up.

Sec. Report. To the officers and members of the B 8c P CC 8c N G. Assn. 
Gentlemen:

Discussion of cattle stealing being in order, a full discussion was had 
in regard to the Association employing an attorney to help prosecute 
thieves, Mr. * J. E. Ratliff called on by Mr, Parish to explain what he 
had done. Mr Ratliff stating he had employed Granby Hilyer of Lamar to 
help prosecute cases in which he and Arthur Dodge were interested in„ 

After considerable discussion it was moved and carried, the matter of 
employing an attorney to assist in prosecutions be left in hands of the 
Executive Committee with power to act 

The question of offering a reward for the arrest and conviction of any one 
stealing stock from any of our members. W A. Hasty moved the matter of 
reward be left to Executive Committee, as to how much to pay and to whom 
Amended by P„ G> Scott that a reward be paid for conviction of a thief who 
shall steal the live stock of any of our members and reward to be paid out 
of any money in the funds of this Association Motion carried. 

On matter of raising money, it was shown that the by lavs re d 2 cts. per 
he^d. These by-laws were made when stock was very cheap, and it was 
shown that 5cts per head now would not be as much in proportion as 2cts 
was then and 2 cts would not raise us enough money now to do anything So 
on motion of J. M. Ford, the By-lav/s were amended to read that the annual 
assessment should not exceed lOcts per head. Motion carried. 
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On motion of Jess Tanner that tho assessment be made 5 cts. per head, and 
that the Executive Committee be empowered to make it up to lOcts. the 
limit if necessary Carried 

J. B. Ratliff moved that annual dues of 82.50 per member be collected. 

After considerable discussion motion lost, Moved by W. A. Hasty that Sec. 
prepare an estimate of expenses for next year. Motion carried.

His talk 
was very good and was well rooeived by members present.

Moved by A. S. Dean to support Senator J- S. Hasty* s Bill to amend Initia- 
tion and Referandum Laws. Carried. 

Bill of 850.00 due State Assn, allowed. Bill of 3108.38 due Sec. for 
expenses was allowed.

To the officers of the Bent 8c Prowers County Cattle 8c Horse Growers Assn. 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit to you my annual report.. Since our last meeting we 
have been thrown into the World War for Democracy. All stockmen and 
farmers and practically all stockmen are now farmers in Colorado, have 
been asked by our National and State Executives to increase to the limit 
our production of food stuffs and meats. Meatless days have been enforced. 
The export of meats have been reduced to such an extent that it is said 
there is now more meats in storage than ever was known before.. This 
with the Federal Investigation of the packers, has caused such a marked 
falling off in the demands for meats that prices have fallen to the point 
where the majority of feeders are losina money. Especially the sheep feed- 
ers. The Food administration has been "requested to remove sheep and lambs 
from the meatless days, but so far have not done so. The fee importation 
of hides from Foreign Countries has cut the price of hides from 5 to 10 cts. 
per pound, without any corresponding decrease in leather products. 

Since our meeting one year ago the new fence law was passed by our 
Legislature. During the year many complaints were made to Gov. Gunter 
from different parts of the State of depredation of cattle men on 
homesteaders crops. These reports were referred to Stock Inspection Board

by the Governor , and every cr.se vrs investigated by the State Inspector- 
ind in lnost every instance the depravation was caused by other hoaeste.d- 
ers stock Not a single case eas found where the homesteader had even a 
fair fence, which shows thst if : 1 .wfui fence was erected there would 
be very little complaint. The Denver Post and Great Divide have been 
trying all summer and f 11 to stir up trouble between stockmen and home- 
steaders and .are now having petitions prepared for circulation to get 
signatures to another Herd L w initi'ted measure It is said they will 
ask for a local option herd law this fall. <»t the last annual meeting 
a motion wxs . dopted that the Secretary prepare and furnish each member 
of the .isscciaticn with all the brands nd P. 0. addresses of members In 
my letter to members last Summer, I -sked each member to furnish me with a 
list of their brands. Only 15 members did so. So the list would have 
been sc incomplete that I sent out no lists. 

I was also asked to prepare a budget of expenses for this years expense. 

Owing to the uncertainty of what will be needed in case a herd law fight 
comes up igain it is hard at this time to make an estimate. Our 
■'ssessment to State association for 1917 have all been paid. We paid 
Hon Granby Hilyer 260.00 for a retainer fee for one year; and also paid 
him 200.00 for prosecuting cattle thieves since our last meeting. Some- 
thing like 40 cases have been before the courts and numerous convictions 
have been had* 

During the year I have collected for assessments and new members a total 
of ZSy* 55 which amount I have turned over to P. G. Scott, Treas. There 
was also paid to P. G. Scott for «sst- & new members £106.15- 

I respectfully ask that a committee be appointed to audit my accounts.

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Since our list annual meeting the rforld W.r has been finished Let us hope, 
forever Many of our brave Colorado 3oys now sleep in France. Many more 

are coming home maimed and crippled for life. 

Our stockmen responded nobly to the calls made on their time and money by 
our Government and State. 

The past winter has been one that will not soon be forgotten by the stock- 
men in this part of the State The past year has showed less stealing than 
usual, due no doubt, to the vigerous prosecutions of past two years. The 
fence law passed 2 years ago by Legislature, has that it will prevent 
stock damaging crops in nearly every case. During past year many complaints 
were handed to State Board of Stock Inspection by the Governor for investi- 
gation, and not a single case o' damage was found where parties had even 
a fair fence; and most cases were of one settler’s cattle bothering anoth- 
er and not of range cattle Many viscious bills were introduced in last 
session of Legislature. But by having good safe stock committees in both 
House and Senate Then Bills were never reported out for passage Since 
our last annual meeting, I have collected on assessments £293- 70 For ap- 
plication fees for membership *70,00. Of this amount I have paid to Treas. 
P* G. Scott 3361 o 20 leaving balance in my hands of £2. 50. A very small 
proportion of our members have paid their last assessment, but as we have 
been to very little expense, still have some money on hand. I v/culd 
respectfully ask that a committee be appointed to audit my books.

High price of labor, and almost all the many articles 
stockmen have to buy, have made a heavy burden for us to carry. We have 
had a few cattle stealing cases, not many. At our last annual meeting 
which was such a hurried one, we did not pass any Resolution to continue 
the legal services of Messrs. Hilyer 8c Kinkaid, but they have continued 
to act as our counsel and have sent me their bill for £60.00 retainer fee 
for 1920, which we did not pay for want of funds. This bill should be 
paid. 



I sent out notices of the 5 cts. assessment ordered at annual meeting, 
and up to date only 17 members have paid their assessment for 1920. This 
amount has all been paid to P. G. Scott, Treas. by me. Some Assessments 
have been paid direct to Mr. Scott, Treas, which will show on his report. 

We have not been able to pay the £25°00 per month to J. R. Smith or M, A.

. The Nominations ‘Commit tee, appointed by the President, was made up of R. 

H. Klett , Bent County; William Walker, Baca Comity; Roy Edgar, Otero County; 
C. W„ Sweitzer , Kiowa County; H. F. Decker, Prowers Comity. The noon lunch- 
eon was held at the Palace Hotel with A. D. Hudnall presiding over the 

punch bowl. 



The first speech was made by F. V/. Beier, a Livestock Statistician, and 
facts set forth were: That there is now the greatest reduction in live- 

stock since 1890. That the peak of 70 million cattle was reached in 1920. 
That the year 1925-26 was the heavy marketing year. That the highest 
point reached in 1933 was 68 million cattle, and the largest slaughter in 
1934 was 27 million. That the number now on hand is 60,600,000. That 
50 $ of the cattle were in feed lots, based on a year ago, with a good 
demand for stockers and feeders. That based on past consumption, present 
numbers are insufficient. And that there would be no cattle program un- 
less there was a demand for same. 



A. D. Hudnall prepared a paper, entitled "Things That Happened in the Ar- 
Kansas Valley", which read as follows: "In 1863, John W. Prowers brought 

the first herd of cattle to the Arkansas Valley. This herd consisted of 
500 cows bought around West Port, Missouri, (now Kansas City), and trailed 
out over the Santa Fe Trail. In ’65 L. A. Allen and The mas 0 Boggs brought 
a herd in from Cimmeron, New Mexico, and located at what was later known 
as Boggsville, two miles southeast of the present town of Las Animas. 

Twenty years later the Prowers herd numbered more than twenty thousand 
head, and during this twenty years a quarter of a million cattle had been 
brought into this territory. Jones Bros, moved in from Fort Concho, Texas, 
and established what is known now as the J. J. Ranch. During this time 
the Holly Cattle Company, located where Holly is today with, a larger herd. 
The OX Cattle Company was located down at the mouth of Gyenus Canyon on 
the Cimmeron. Hall Brothers wa s located at the Cross L. Ranch, v/esc of 
the present town of Kenton, Oklahoma. In 1834 the peak of the industry 
was reached and English Syndicates were formed to buy out American Cattle 
Ranches and cattle. The Jones Bros. Ranch aid cattle were sold for 
#625,000, the Holly Company for #725 1 000. , and the Hall Bros, for 
#425,000. The OX Cattle Company, the 101, ana Lit outfits were moved to 
Montana on account of short grass in this country. In »6S wh~n Boggs and 
Allen came in with their cattle from Cimmeron the first school was estab- 
lished at Boggsville with Miss Anna Smith as teacher. The next teacher 
was the late P. G. Scott. At that time this was all Kansas Territory 
and the district was known as Greenwood County. In 1878 John W. Prowers 
brought the first carload of barbed wire into this part part of the country 
and he enclosed a hundred thousand acres of government land on the north 
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aide of the Arkansas River for the purpose of making a pasture for holding his 
his steers in the fall of the year until they could be marketed. The 
first English Syndicate that bought out Jones Brothers dipped enough steers 
to market to pay a dividend of 35 per cent." Following the reading of this 
paper, the Assembly rose to pay respects to A. D. Hudnall and Arthur Dodge. 

Both of whom had been honorary members of long standing. Then. A. C. Al- 
len, of the Extension Service expressed thanks to the Association for its 
aid in the cattle program. And J. J. Jackson, Secretary of the Production 
Credit Association explained the policies of that Association. R. M. Gow, 
State Veterinarian, spoke on "Mange", advising that if tho /8 would not 
require dipping to rid Southeastern Colorado of Marge, the Rod oral author- 
ities would take it in hand. Then H. F. Decker suggested that the State 
should take this action. And A. C. Mitchell expressed the opinion that by 
unified dipping throughout the territory, this section could be made clean 
and free from jnange. 



Harry Beime Harry Beirne, Inspector under R. M. Gov;, reported 4u herds known to be in- 
fected in 5 counties, and that out of the 16 infected south of Lamar, all 
Dr Townsend are clean after 2 dippings, which is proof that it can be cured. Dr. Town- 
send of Kansas, Government Veterinarian, announced the meeting of the 
Kansas Association at Wichita on March 6: -7-8, 1935, and exter. led an in- 
vitation to members of our Association. 
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Dr. J. Oo Wilson, Federal Veterinarian announced that dipping in this 
territory would be a necessity. 

H. F. Decker made a committee report on nominations as follows: Raymond 

McMillin for President, M. E. Jones for Vice President, Arthur Dean for 
Secretary, C. W. Sweitzer for Assistant Secretary, V/m. J. A. C^ott for 
Treasurer and William Walker for Assistant Treasurer. Mr. Decker then 
made a motion for the adoption of the Committee's Report, which was 
seconded by A.O. Ross.

Herd Law 1. Whereas, the livestock industry of Colorado has pioneered a great part

Whereas, in order to utilize much of the rough range country at a 1 !, live- 
stock must be allowed to rely on themselves and 

Whereas, a herd law that would change the method of handling our livestock

go on record as being opposed to any herd law in our State. 

Tax 2. Whereas, at a meeting of the Colorado Tax Commission and the County 

Assessors of Colorado it was agreed that the Assessment of livestock for 
the year 1935 should remain the same as that of 1934, therefore, 

Be it Resolved by this Association that we commend the action of the Colo. 
Tax Commission and County Assessors, and heartily endorse the values placed 
upon the livestock for assessment purposes at their meeting. 

Freight rates 3* Whereas: it has come to the attention of the Bent-Prcwers Cattle and 

Horse Growers Association that a reduction was made in freight rates by 
the various Railroad Companies serving this territory during Mu past year, 
benefiting the drouth stricken counties of Southeastern Counties, and 
Whereas, numerous stockmen have availed themselves of the opportunity of 
wintering livestock in the wheat plains of Kansas and other territories, 
furnishing pasture for livestock, We the Bent-Pro'irers Cattle Sc Jorso Growers 
Association commend the railroads for their reductions in freight rates 
rendering a service to the drouth stricken counties, and recommend that 
the railroads continue such service as long as the some is reeded in the 
drouth stricken areas.

and the services of the stockmen appointed to serve as appraisers and 
advisors in carrying out the program of relief.

68 th Annual Meeting 

The meeting was called to order by the President, Raymond McMiilin, at 
10:45 A. M. , with about two hundred stockmen present. The minutes were 
read . by acting Secretary, Herman Bailey. Arthur Dean the Secretary was 
out of the city. Minutes were approved as read. Wm. J. A. Scott made his 
Treasurers report, crediting the balance on hand at the beginning of the 
year, dues collected, and proceeds of 1937 calf sale and deducting the bills 
paid, leaving a balance of $286.45 on hand February 22, 1938 in the 
Treasury. 
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President Raymond McMillin gave a very lengthy and interesting report in 
which he stated that numerous contracts had been with the National Livestock 
organization and that he had made several trips to Denver, Kansas City in 
interest of Livestock industry of this Association , At the conclusion 
of which he was applauded by the members for such efforts. The following 
were appointed by the President, Dick Klett, Chairman — Bent, Fred Clark — 
Prowers, James McLaughten — Otero, Hugh Jones — Kiowa, T Eldon Allen — Baca, 

The people cf Las Animas being appreciative of the 68th continuous meet- 
ing of this organization arranged for and as a part of the meeting a parade 
in which Bent County High School band, numerous livestock producers and 
a large part of the membership took part. The parade was led by A. B. 

Ham. Gov. Teller Ammons, Atty. General, Byron Rogers, followed by the band 
livestock, and numerous cow hands on horse back. This feature of the meet- 
ing was the first parade attempted and was very much enjoyed and appreciat- 
ed by the Stock Growers. At noon a joint meeting was had with the local 
Lions Club at the Palace Hotel where more than two hundred attended, this 
luncheon was presided over by Geo. W. Powell, Pres, of Lions Club and 
Raymond McMillin, Pres, of Stockgrowers. 

Immediately following the lunch hour came the calf sale, held in stock 
yards east of Court House, from which the net proceeds totaled $58. for 
the Association’s Treasury. Claves were donated by M. M. Simpson, Roy 
Edgar, Smith Brow. 

Pr ior to calf sale Harold Mereness demonstrated and exhibited an educated 
horse that he had trained. The horse was a large sorrel one of the most 
beautiful animals seen in the city in years and his performance of tricks 
and stunts was never excelled by any circus horse. 

Meeting was called to order in District Court Room by the President, McMil- 
lin, who introduced Gov. Teller Ammons. Roy Best, Warden of State Pen, and 
Judge E. V. Holland, member of Supreme Court of Colorado. They spoke brief- 
ly concerning the livestock industry. A five minute recess was declared 
by the president and at 4:00 P. M.* the meeting was called to order. Mr. 
Edmondson, John Goss of Pueblo, Ervin Hayner of Rocky Ford addressed the 
meeting. Dr. B. F. Davis, State Veterinarian spoke at length concerning 
the disease and loss of livestock in the Arkansas Valley in the past y,*ear. 

John N. Mabry, District Attorney, for Third Judicial District Gave a 
very interesting report upon the apprehension and conviction of lives tiock 
thefts which report was loudly applauded by the membership. These remarks 
were followed by an address by Gov. Teller Ammons in which he explained 
the influence that is often brought to bear upon convicted livestock 
als for pardons. 

M M. Simpson suggested that it was the duty of every livestock owner to 
report to local officers of any suspicions that may come to their atten- 
tion. 

J» R. Smith, Brand Inspector, gave a report of methods of stock inspection 
in his district. 

Neil Davidson made a motion, which was seconded and carried that a reward 
of $25*00 be paid to parties who furnish information of livestock theft 
where convictions are had. 

Mr. Ott, of the Safeway Stores, explained in detail the advertising 
campaign of his organization to encourage the consumption of more meat.

Governor Ralph Carr, of Colorado, was next introduced by 
President McMillin, and his address concerned the rights of water 
users of this section. 

Mayor Frank Vandiver, of Las Animas, extended a welcome to the 
stockmen of the region, and Attorney Wilkie Ham gave the 
responce to the Mayor's speech. 

Next, in order, followed short talks by John C. Vivian, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor; Byron Rogers, Attorney-General; Captain James 
H. Stratton, in charge of construction of the Caddoa Dam; H. 

H. Richardson, Adujtant-General of Colorado; Dr. C. R. Miller, 
of Fort Lyon, and Roy. Best, Warden of the Colrado State Penit- 
entiary. 

The first session of the meeting closed for a short recess at 
2:40 O'clock in the afternoon.

President McMillin's report indicated that he had been quite 
active in behalf of the organization.

Me Wilson, Gale Lee, Jack French, C. A* Wood, Mr. Rose, J. 
Gingrass, and F. L. Pyles, he had attended the State Wide 
General Live Stock Meeting in Denver, , Colorado, May 5», 1939. 

On June 22, 23 and 24 Mr. McMillin and Mr. and Mrs. W. A. 

Denman v/ere present at the annual convention of the Colorado 
Stock Growers and Feeders Association, at Montrose, Colorado. 

He attented two of the monthly meetings of the Pueblo Stock- 
growers Association during the year 1939- He also made a trip 
to McClave, Colorado, with Fritz Snauffer, W. A. Thompson and 
Heman Davis, to see M. M. Simpson in regard to cattle steal- 
ing between points in Colorado and Oklahoma. B. T. McClave 
was also a member of the conference. The attorney on this 
case, hired by the State Board of Stock Inspection Commission- 
ers, was Wilkie Ham, who wen the cade. 

On November 4ib Mr. McMillin joined a group of twenty stockmen 
from nineteen states, in Chicago, and was conducted on a tour 
of the East by Swift 8c Company. 

The trip was conducted November 17, in Chicago. In December 
Mr. McMillin contacted the State Land Board with reference to 
rates on state lands in eastern Colorado, and returned with the 
information that the Board will continue the policy of making 
individual adjustments whenever they feel they are justified. 

Mr. McMillin was present at the meeting, January 11-13, of the 
American National Live Stock convention in Denver, and the 
gathering of the Colorado Stockgrowers Association in the same 
city, on January 15. He came to the meeting of the Arkansas 
Valley Feeders Association, at Las Animas, February 14<£, and 
helped with arrangements for our convention. On February 
164b, he and A1 Wenger attended a district meeting of assessors 
and tax commission representatives in Pueblo. On February 17 
a meeting of Kiowa County Stockgrowers v/as held in Kiowa, 
at which Mr. McMillin v/as also present. 

He stated, that an all day meeting of the State Board of Stock 
Inspection Commissioners and State Association officers will take 
place in Denver, in March.

The 71st annual meeting of the Bent -Prowers Cattle and Horse

During his talk he read a telegram 
sent by Secretary of State Cordell Hull of Washington D. C„: "Be- 
fore a trade agreement with any country is negotiated, public 
notice is given and full opportunity afforded interested persons 
to present their views. No such notice has been given with res- 
pect to Argentina since the termination of negotiations with that 
country in January, 19^0. In any event the importation into the 
United States of cattle, sheep, swine and fresh chilled or froz- 
en beef, veal, mutton, lamb or pork from a number of countries 
including Argentina is strictly prohibited under regulations is- 
sued by the Department of Agriculture pursuant to section 1306 
of the Tariff Act of 1930." 



Senator Johnson predicted a future program of barter whether 
Hitler won the wa^ or not, since in his opinion the international 
dollar is a thing of the past as a means of trade between nations. 



C. W. Hurd, Santa Fe Agent, was next on the program and he gave 
several interesting side lights on the history of the Ass’n. 



Mr.. Hurd stated that his acquaintance with and admiration for the 
organization had endured through nearly forty years since the time 
of his service with the Santa Fe at Lamar. In his round-up of 
interesting data it was found that M. M, Simpson was the only 
living ex-president of the Association and the latter was intro- 
duced. 
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Next President Roy K Green cf Colorado State College of Agricul 
ture expressed hi s views on wars as tc the different types and 
objectives. 



Ben King, Director of Markets gave a short talk, pointing out 
that so roach effort went into production, the marketing of pro- 
duce was socevhat neglected. The annuel lass of agriculture in 
bad checks he said aaounts to aroung £250,000, but this loss 
could be curbed to a large extent by bonded brokers.

Raymond McMillin inquired why cattle from New Mexico should be 
inspected and why state didn't give title to cattle passing this 
inspection.

Mr. Ham paid Henry Bledsoe $25=00 to further argument against 
abandonment of Arkansas Valley Railway.

He attended State and National livestock Association 
meetings. 


PROGRAM 


Brand Commissioner Earl Brown protested the placing of brand 
inspection under Civil Service. His department, he explained, 
is having difficulty in personel, through draft and retirement. 
He suggested state be divided into eight or ten areas and cattle 
be inspected for movement between zones. Jim Smith of Laraar, 
old time brand inspecter, retiring. 

Bill Gloss, from Pueblo, was introduced. 

Carey Strain, Representative from Prowers, spoke on legislation, 
on taxes of last session. Taxes on cattle ranging in several 
counties would be prorated among counties. 

The War Food Administration was represented by Chas. Lilly, 
former president of State Association. Only by rationing, he 
explained, can armed service be supplied, and Civilians get 
share of remaining meats.

He suggested that Reciprocal Trade Treaties would probably be 
come serious later. He stated that most other countries have 
foot and mouth disease and that the business is possible only 
because of short natural imm u nity after infection, and cheap 
operating conditions.

The main speaker, Dr. Floyd Gross of Colorado /L . & M. , was 
introduced by George McClave, He sp ke on foot and mouth disease.

The disease effects all cloven footed animals « It travels 
rapidly, and often jumps large distances from one outbreak to 
another. At present, quarantine zone is v/ithin 150 miles of 
our border. A bill to eradicate disease will be paid by U. 

S„ Mr. Gross suggested that the disease would travel like wild 
fire in U. S., as cattle had no immunity. 

The disease had been introduced ten times before in U. S. 

In 1914 outbreak 77,000 cattle were slaughtered at cost of 

11,000,000. 



He stated that early action was essential, and that all infect- 
ed and exposed animals must be destroyed and deep buried. 
Included in slaughter were 22,000 deer, in California which 
were 25 $ infected. 

He stated that all must be alert for disease. Virus of hoof 
and . louth will live only short time at body temperature, for 
ten weeks at room teperature, and many month in ice box. 

Will live many years in dry hide or dry straw. 

Symptoms: Blisters turning to ulcers in mouth, and high 

temperature, and slobbering from mouth. Sores on feet. 

Mr. John T. Cain III, of Denver Stock Show fame was introduced 
and spoke on large scope of levestock business in U. S. He 
Stated meat production of 160# during war was compared to normal 
pre-war consumption of 130# per person, He stated that immed- 
iate future was encouraging to agriculture, and meat producers, 
at least until fall. He stated that shift of population to 
west coast, was giving this section a big market for its meat 
products. He warned not to over-stock grass under present 
conditions. 

Dr. Gow, of State Sanitary Board, sp~ke on new product for 
dipping. 

He recommended DDT for fly control. 

He stated that foot and mouth disease was brought to Mexico 
by bulls, double vaccinated against the disease. These animals 
carried disease after the double vaccination. He stated careless 
labor, and lack of sanitation very serious in Mexico. To 
question of R. M. McMillin, as to who paid for loss in cattle, 

Dr. Gow stated that government pays appraised value of animal in 
U. S. He stressed danger of transfer of disease on bananas or 
other Mexico products. Dr. Gow predicted that disease would 
break out in Texas within 90 days.

Radford Hall, Assistant Secretary of American National Lives- 
stock Association and Don Collins, State Senator of Kit Carson, 
spoke briefly. 

The main address of ''the afternoon was given by F, E, Mollen, 
Secretary of American Livestock Assiciation, He stated the 
Foot and Mouth disease in Mexico has been contained so far, 
but it was surprising it had spread no further and warned it 
was only 250 miles from U, S, He urged that Congress retain 
power to negotiate tariff and regulate. Cattle industry well 
organized now, he said. Dr, Stonacker said he thought better 
breeding as now being advanced would increase production by 
20%, Experiments at Ft, Lewis, Colorado, with 130 cattle were 
attempting to purify lines of Her ford breeding so that a Hybred 
Herford could be practical. He stated that present methods 
of Herford breeding were often dissappointing and unpredictable, 

Arthur Dean moved, that officers, and standing resolutions

After dinner served by American Legion Auxiliary, the meeting was called to 
order by George McClave, President, at the American Legion Hall in Lamar, 
Colorado on February 22, 1952*

Chief speaker was Albert N* Williams, president of U* S* National Bank of

Stafford Painter, President of Colorado Cattlemen* s Association, and member 
of the House, told of some of the issues that came before legislature. He 
told us to watch the legislation on roads, etc. and advised us to let our

We, therefore, re- 
quest the local and State A. S. C. Committees, and all others in authority to ex- 
tend the deadline for grazing soil bank wheat, barley, and rye from April 15th 
for(60) sixty days, or until June 15, i960. 

2. We request and recommend that the Local and State A.SX. Committees, and all 
others in authority, extend the removal date on deferred gracing of grass land 
from April 1st to May 1st, each and every year thereafter. 

3o We recommend that the National Cattlemen's Association make an immediate study 
in regard to the problem of increased imports of beef. This is a serious problem 
and definite action should be taken in the near future. 

4. We request a Certified calf-hood vaccination program in lieu of the impracti- 
cal testing program now in effect. 

5« We oppose the trend to centralizing the State Government in Denver. We note 
that there has been a move to try and do away with Local Administration of welfare, 
assessments of taxes, the operation of our schools, the issuance of drivers 
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licenses, here as well as in other areas. We feel the Local Administrators 
can best know the wishes of the people and do a better job of administration 
than one run from the State Capitol. 

6 . We are opposed to the sales ratio as a guide for distribution of money for 
school aid. We believe the county Assessor and the county Commissioners are best 
qualified to know the value of property. 

7 . We have confidence in the members of the State Board of Land Commissioners 
and hope the State Legislative Council study the State Land Board operation and 
look at the over-all picture before making any hasty decisions. 

8 . We compliment Otto Maul, President, Dave Rice, Executive Secretary, and the 
Legislative Committee of the Colorado Cattlemen’s Association for their outstand- 
ing work in protecting our interests in the past session of the State Legislature. 

9 . We thank Mrs. Christine Herndon for preparing the excellent meat for our 
dinner; the Otero Home Demonstration Women for preparing the meal, and the Otero 
4-H Girls for serving it. We also thank the Otero Junior College for the use of 
their buildings, the La Junta Chamber of Commerce for their help in arranging 
the meeting and assisting with the reception of some 400 cattlemen. We also 
thank the Cransons for their tumbling act entertainment.

WHEREAS: There has been a great amount of Cattle theft in Southeastern Colorado and 

especially recently. Among other thefts, it is reported that Ralph Queen, South of 
Caddoa in Bent County, last year had some thirty head of calves stolen at one time 
and that Lail Schmidt approximately a month ago had twenty head of yearlings stolen 
by truck in his pasture, northeast of Lamar. In Baca County about November 26, 

George Hallock had thirteen head stolen from his feed yeard in Springfield, Colorado 
and at the same time Mr. Bitner had some thirteen head stolen from his feed lot near 
Walsh, Colorado, which cattle were transported across the state line and sold. 



The parties in the theft stated to officers, they had stolen some fifty-six head in 
Beca County and transported them across state lines . 

WHEREAS: Modem methods of transportation and brand inspection laws of other states 

make it* practically impossible for local authorities to adequately follow their cat- 
tle into other states; 

We the Board of Directors of the Bent-Prowers Cattle and Horse Growers Association, 
representing the Cattlemen of Southeastern Colorado, request. The F.BdI <> and the 
United States District Attorney for the District of Colorado to take immediate, steps 
to investigate the acts of and prosecute Mr. Brite and Sharpe now charged in the 
District Court 'of Baca County, Colorado. 

We are informed by Earl Brown, the Colorado Brand Commissioner of his conference 
with the a copy of the Commissioner's letter is attached. 

We do not intend in any way to criticize the conduct or capacity of the local peace 
officers or prosecuting officers, we feel in the present case and similiar cases the 
federal authorities are better able to cope with such a situation and if it is nec— ^ 
essary for the state to delay its prosecution in order to give the federal authorities 
awhile to act, we so request. 

At the same time we feel that it is the stockmen who are the ones suffering the 
losses, and that adequate prosecution under two different laws for two different 
offices should not depend upon who gets started first. 

We desire that copies of this resolution be sent to the District Attorney, Shinn, 
to the F.B.I. , to the United States District Attorney, The Colorado Cattlemen As- 
sociation and the American National Cattlemen Association.

WHEREAS, all areas surrounding us are modifiea-certified brucellosis free areas and 
all cows leaving our area must be tested, we, therefore, urge and recommend the co- 
operation of our members and other stockmen to certify these counties and that He- 
certification be by 100 per cent calfhood vaccination of replacement heifers.

We urge, however that more stress be placed on official vaccanation as op- 
posed to testing in the program, with a view to making official vaccination the 
chief means of certification and re-certification.

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In view of the rather widely held agreement that real property in Colorado is 
taxed at near its practical limit, we urge our State Government to keep revenue 
from ad valorem taxes available for local use, that new taxes initiated replace 
property tax whereever possible, and that ad valorem taxes not be raised to re- 
place a tax that is discontinued.. 

We commend our officers and government officials for their concern with the price 
situation which beef imports have helped to aggravate. We strongly urge that the 
imports be reduced tohelp alleviate this situation, and that domestic supply of 
beef be used as a basis to set import volume, rather than an automatic annual agree- 
ment with importing nations.

We- back 
the Federal Plan for Colorado as per Colorado vote of 305 , 700 for this plan to 
172,725 against « As this was the will of the people of the State of Colorado on 
a one man one vote ballot * That Colorado be guaranteed that this power will not 
be subject to any Federal Court. Also that one house of the legislature be on 
a basis other than population,, 

We want to thank local County Agents, Veterinarians, State and Federal Personnel 
and our local committees for their services toward Modified Certification of South- 
east Colo. Whereas the results of back tagging are showing great worth towards 
recertification of counties. That this organization adopt a resolution that this 
program be speeded up in Southeastern Colorado. Baca County just lacks six herds 
and they will be recertified again and Otero has tested over seven hundred head 
under the back tagging program. 

That we are in favor of raising the amount of reward from $250 to $500 for inform- 
ation leading to the arrest and conviction of person or persons stealing or unlaw- 
fully butchering cattle in Southeastern Colorado. That the Board of this assoc- 
iation look into getting new posters printed. 

Whereas: Coyotes have become a great menace to livestock and poultry in this 

area, and it is impossible for producers of livestock and poultry to effect any 
practical destruction of coyotes. We hereby urge the Federal Government to put 
sufficient money into the program to bring about the elimination of this menace. 
That copies of this resolution be sent to U. S. Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, and to the Secretary of Interior, Stewart Udall. 

In view of proposed legislation to sell off state school lands, the Bent-Prowers 
Cattle and Horse Growers Association desires to go on record as opposing such 
legislation at this time, and requests the C.C.A. State Lands Committee to keep 
informed of any action concerning state lands.

1-. Whereas, any favorable price structure in the beef market in years past 
has resulted in an increase in imports of foreign beef, and 

Whereas, the increased volume of imports tends to reduce returns to domestic 
producers, 

Be it Resolved that this Association use all its influence to limit this 
outside volume of meat, and wherever possible to see that all Government 
purchases come from the domestic supply® 

2. We again commend our state CCA officers, President Vic Hansen, Executive 
Sec'y, Dave Rice, the Legislative Committee and the Board of Control; the 
American Nat'l Cattlemen'; s Ass'n, and their officers, for protecting our 
interests in the State Legislature, in Congress and elsewhere® 

3o We express our appreciation to the City of Lamar for it's hospitality, to 
Dan Sniff and the Stagecoach staff for furnishing the facilities and 
service, Bus Manifor and Ed Dean for bringing the Chuckwagon and Punch 
Bowl® We also appreciate the publicity provided by the local and trade 
news media, particularly the Arkansas Valley Journal and Station KLMR® 

4® The Association deeply regrets the passing in the past year of several 
long time members and friends of the industry, 

5® Whereas, the development of new industries and institutions in rural 
areas contributes to the economy of such areas, and helps limit the
